Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of Species I (figures 1 A - 2) in the reply filed on 
August 14, 2007 is acknowledged. 

2. Claims 2 - 5 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b) as 
being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. Election 
was made without traverse in the reply filed on August 14, 2007. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

4. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Shinbori et al. (US 
4,594,613). 

5. For Claim 1, Shinbori et al. disclose, as shown in figures 7 and 8, an imaging apparatus 
comprising: 

an imaging portion (1) in which a cover glass (7) is adhered to an imaging surface side 
(5a) of a solid-state image pickup device (5) as if sandwiching leads (see column 3, lines 5 - 7), 
a slight air gap (see figure 7) is formed between the cover glass (7) and the imaging surface of 
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the solid-state image pickup device (5) and a circumference of the cover glass (7) is larger than 
the solid-state image pickup device (5; clearly evident in figure 7)), and 

a circuit board (ceramic layers 3 9 and 9' together form a circuit board) having an 
accommodation concave portion (chamber lc; see figures 4 and 5) for accommodating the solid- 
state image pickup device (5) so as to connect the leads (5a) to terminals (la) on an upper edge 
(3 'a) of the accommodation concave portion (see figure 8), 

wherein the circumference of the cover glass adheres to the circuit board in a state of 
sealing the accommodation concave portion (see column 3, lines 5 - 7). 

Cited Prior Art 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to Applicant's 
disclosure for the following reasons: 

o US 6,319,196 Bl discloses an imaging element having a cover glass and an air gap. 
o US 6,184, 514 Bl discloses plastic covers for image sensors.
